When a child is ready to return 
to school after having had a con¬ 
tagious disease, he should bring a 
note to the teacher, signed by a 
doctor or by the Greenbelt Public 
Health Nurse, stating that, the child 
has fully recovered. This will pre¬ 
vent the child’s returning to school 
while still a carrier of the conta¬ 
gious disease. If all parents will 
cooperate, it may be possible to cut 
down the number of contagious ill¬ 
nesses in the schools.

Housing Administration declares 
that a clause in the Greenbelt town 
charter, known as the “nominee” 
clause, will have to be changed or 
deleted from the charter before the 
town government can collect rent 
from the future new owner of the 
housing development here. This 
clause states that the owners of pri¬ 
vate property within the town lim¬ 
its are exempt from town jurisdic¬ 
tion and therefore from taxation by 
the town. 

The meeting was called by the 
council, therefore, to learn from 
the owners their position before a 
charter change is presented to the 
State Legislature. The owners 
made it very clear that they are 
satisfied to continue to receive no 
services from Greenbelt and would 
feel safer if legally outside the 
town limits.
